THE MURDERED WOMAN. 


Testimony in the Trial of Oluverias Yestex: 
day. 

Ricnmonp, May 23 —At the opening of the 
Cluverius murder trial to day, Judge Atkins 
ruled that the torn note found inthe waste 
basket at the American hotel, directed in 
handwriting of Lillian Madison to T. J. Clu- 
verius, could not be received as evidence. 

_Abraham Watkins, colored, testified that he 
lived near the reservoir. Just before he went 
to bed on the night of the 13th of March, he 
heard two “squalls.” The second one was, 
“Oh, Lord!” but the first hedid not make 
out. Thecriescame from the direction of 
the reservoir, Hewent out in the direction 
of the sounds, but after going some little dis- 
tance and not hearing anything further he 
returned. This occurred between 10:30 and 
Jl o’clock. He had not been drinking that 
night. He was not before the coroner. 

Dr.JamesBeale,physician at the city jail,tes- 
tified that on the 20th of March he saw.on ‘the 
emt, right hand three umbilicated scars, 

hey were circular injform. He also saw two 
other scars which he described. On the 
prisoner’s left hand also there was an abra- 
sion. 

Dr. J. G. Cobett, president of the board ot 
health, testified that he had examined the 
same scars and did not differ with 
Dr. Beale. Any kind of ‘‘scooped” 
instrument would have made such wounds. 

Charles H. Epps, captain of the police was 
next sworn. He testified to going to King and 
Queen county, onthe 18th of March armed 
with a warrant for the arrest of T. J. Cluver- 
ius. He arrived at Mrs. Tunstall’s that 
night, found the prisoner and told him he had 
a warrant for his arrest. Cluverius exclaim- 
ed, “What, for me?” He entered the house 
and there found two ladies and the prisoner’s 
brother. While in the house he observed 
that the prisoner had a charm chain hanging 
from his watch chain and that there was 
something hanging from it. 

Subsequently the witness called the atten- 
tion of Mr. Robbins, his fellow officer, to it. 
The witness went to the prisoner’s room where 
the latter changed his clothing. Mrs. Tunstall 
and the prisoner’s brother when the warrant 
was read in their presence expressed them- 
selves as surprised. The prisoner said he was 
in Richmond on the day named, the 13th of 
March, but did not see Lill an. Both his aunt 
end his brother said the same thing. Mrs. 
Tunstall said she had received a letter from 
Lillian dated March i4th. She read the 
letter before the officer. It informed Mrs. 
Tunstall that she (Lillian) was going to give 
up her tchool at Millboro and to go to Old 


Point Comfort to live with an invalid 
lady. When the officers and 
the prisoner reached Richmond 


and the witness went to search the prisoner in 
the stationhouse the charm chain had disap- 
peared. The witness asked the prisoner 
what had become of itand he said he had had 
none. The witness examined the articles 
found in the prisoner’s pockets, including his 
watch. He was handed a watch key found at 
the reservoir and fitted it to the watch. In 
the prisoner’s pocket book was found a piece 
ofa poem, entitled “‘All’s for the best,” by 


Tilley ; under the title of which, written in 


pencil, were the words, ‘“‘I believe this to be 
true.” 

While changing his clothing the prisoner 
asked of Mr. Robbins, “What evidence have 
you? I would like toknow what line of de- 
fense to prepare.” Some time after Mrs. 
Tunstall read a letter from Lillian dated 14th 
of March. She remarked that Lillian must 
have made a mistake in datingit. The wit- 
ness was subjected to the most rigid cross ex- 
amination in relationto what happened at 
Mrs. Tunstall’s at the time of his making the 
arrest during the trip to Richmond and at the 
stationhouse after his arrival there with the 
prisoner. James Estis,of Queen Anne county, 
testified that he knew the prisoner and saw 
him on the 14th of March in Centreville. He 
remembered the prisoner saying to his (the 
prisoner’s) father that he was cool. His 
father told him that he was looking 
badly. Cluverius’s father asked the prisoner 
how he had hurt his hand, and the prisoner 
answered that he had hurt it getting on the 
train that camger, * 

Mr. Pierce, of vey and Queens county, 
testified that he saw the prisoner tnree times 
on the 14th of March. One time he heard the 
prisoner’s father ask him if he got to Rich- 
mond in time to see Mr. Ballard. His father 
also asked him how he had hurt his hand, and 
he told him by getting on the train. 
point Mr. Meredith, of the prosecution, moved 
that the court grant a rehearing of the ques- 
tion of the admissibility of the torn note as 
evidence. The court granted the motion and 
the question will be heard on Monday morn- 
ing, until which time the court at 2:30 ad- 
journed. 


DESPERATE INDIANS. 


Marking Their Path With Blood—4A Battle 
Expected to Uccur Soon. 

Tucson, Arizona, May 23.—Advices now 
coming in show that the energetic measures 
taken to head ofi Geronima and his band of 
fifty Chiricahua bucks, who left their reserva- 
tion a few days ago, were put on foot none too 
soon. Telegraphic advices are to the effect 
that red devils have already commenced to 
mark their flight with blood. Reports are 
received to the effect that two men were 
killed on Eagle creek Tuesday night, while a 
fresh horror is reported from the Little min- 
i camp of Alma _  in_ the “Sirra 
le Aquilda mountains on _ the 
Rio San Francisco. Here a party of miners 
were surprised at work, according to the 
meager reports thus far received, and four of 
them were killed and scalped. The Rio San- 
Francisco traverses New Mexico and Arizona 
in southwesterly direction, emptying into the 
Rio Gila a short. distance over in Arjggna. 
Confirmatory advices are also received @ the 
statement that the fugitives have been sighted 
by Captain Smith and his scouts on upper 
Eagle creek, near the scene of the murder of 
the two men as abovereported, and reports 
of an engagement are hourly expected. 
It is believed here that 
the Indians are thoroughly desperate, 
and will make a desperate stand somewhere 
in the mountains where they are known to be, 
and although great confidence is placed in the 
veteran fighters, who are after them, the well 
known treacherous nature of the Apaches 
causes considerable apprehension. A passen- 
cer just ariived from Georgetown reports that 
Apaches killed a man at Bullard’s mining 
camp, eighty miles north of Silver City 
Advices from Lordsburg state that 
Captain Lee, who is in pursuit of the Indians, 
was obliged to stop two days at Canada Ranch 
owing to the scarcity of rations. Captain 
Pierce and a company of scouts left Gila yes- 
terday morning for Mule Springs. His train 
consists otf 122 mules carrying provisions for 
32 men, but the cavalry are short of supplies. 
News was received here yesterday that the 
Indians were seen between Carlisle and Silver 
city going south. :

BOLD CHURCHILL. 


ASPIRING TO THE LEADERSHIP OF 
THB ENGLISH TORIES, 


Bis Appeal to Lord Salisbury for an Alliance in Op- 
posing the Irish Crimes Act Being Disregarded 
- He Determinesto Assume the Lead 
Alone—The Oabinet Troubles. 


Lonpex, May 23.—A majority of the mem- 
bers of the cabinet have already left the city 
tospend Whitsuntide holidays. This fact is 
generally accepted as a pretty good indication 
that whatever dissensions exist in the cabinet 
have by no means brought about any actual 
crisis. Of course there are persons, and well 
informed persons, too, who assert that the 
cabinet 1s really on the verge of a split. It is 


rumored in some quarters that Sir 
Charles Dilke, president of the lo- 
cal government board, tendered 


his resignation before he departed yesterday 
for Dublin. Many of the radical newspapers 
declare that Sir Charles is mainly responsible 
forthe dissensions in the cabinet. He has 
caused trouble they say, by his persistent ef- 
forts to force the government to adopt a rad- 
ical policy. The London Dispatch, which 
undoubtedly is the organ of Sir Charles Dilke, 
is urging the radicals to combine and assert 
themselves. Itsays that if they do they will 
have the best chance of securing the control of 
the next parliament. Even if they do not se- 
cure a majority, they can so increase their 
power as to secure a leader more‘truly radical 
than Mr. Gladstone is or than the radicals 
could hope to ever see him be even if he were 
twenty years younger. A good 
general survey of the political situation 
would perhaps show that no man in England 
realizes more thoroughly than does Mr. Glad- 
stone, that there are inthe present state of 
British affairs all the elements to form a po- 
litical crisis and that he himself is strongly in 
favor of making every reasonable concession 
in order to hold the liberal party with all its 
diverse inactions together asa solid body to 
prevent return of the conservatives to power. 
A shrewd observer can perhaps discern in 
even the visit of Sir Charles Dilke to Ireland, 
the cunning hand of Mr. Gladstone. Sir 
Charles goes to Dublin to attend the meetings 
ofthe commissien for housing the poor of the 
Irish capital. He will be the guest of 
Earl Spencer at the Viceroy’s 
official residence,Dublin castle. Lord Spencer 
is far from being a radical. He believes thor- 
oughly in renewing the Irish crimes act, 
which Sir Charles opposes. In the many 
conferences which these two gentlemen must 
have it is more than possible that the strong 
personality of Earl Spencer will seriously 
affect; the impressionable Sir Charles, and 
that he will return te London after the holi- 
days more tractable in his relations to the 

rime minister. If he does, then you _— 
ook for 1 good compromise renewal bill whic 
will give offense to no one and whose harm- 
less life will be limited to about one year. 
Mr. Gladstone has this way of doing things, 
and it may be that he has cast his lines suc- 
cessfully for thus getting entirely rid of 
coercion in Ireland. If this surmise prove 
correctthe government will, before the recess, 
announce the line upon which they will pro- 
ceed next year with the bill for the local self 
government of Ireland. The moderate lib- 
erals are certain to follow Gladstone, and will 
consent to make almost any concessions to the 
radicals rather than to cause a split in the 
liberal party. A serious division in this party 
would most likely result in putting the tories 
into power. The return of the tories to power 
during the ensuing election would almost in- 
evitably be followed by a war with Russia. 
Lord Randolph Churchill, an aspirant for the 
tory leadership in the house of commons, has 
already attempted to induce Lord Sal- 
isbury, the leader of the tory peers, to join 
forces with him in opposing a renewal of the 
Irish crimes act. Lord Salisbury refused. 
Young Churchill, nothing daunted, has ar- 
ranged on his own accountto organize the tory 
opposition. He will fight hard and effectively 
if the government do not steal away his ground 
byiwitholding their renewaljbill. It is certainly 
a somewhat Sali condition in Eag- 
lish politics when a tory leader organizes his 
followers to join the radicals and Irish mem- 
bers of the commons to fight coercion in Ire- 
land. It is difficult in view of all this to with- 
hold admiration trom Parnell for the educa- 
tional effect of his long parliamentary agitation. 
The Dublin Freman’s Journal, commenting 
to-day upon the situation says the retirement 
ofeither Sir Charles Dilke or Mr. Joseph 
Chamberlain from the cabinet would be a far 
more disastrous blow to the government 
than any such occurrence as the resignation 
of Earl Spencer, who is credited with a threat 
to resign the lord lieutenancy of Ireland unless 
the Irish crimes act were renewed. The ros- 
ignation of either of the two gentlemen first 
named, the Journal thinks, would cripple the 
government hopelessly during the rest of the 
parliamentary session, and would go far to 
prejudice their chances for success in the gen- 
eral elections. 


The Irrepressible Socialists. 

BERLIN, May 23,—The government have begun 
vigorous opposition to the socialist movement. 
Their mectings have been prohibited and papers 
published by socialists have been suppressed. One 
man who had intended to presideover a socialist 
meeting has been sentenced toa month’s confine- 
mentin prison. The rector of the university has 
issued an order forbidding reunions of students in 
consequence of the numerous duels and quarrels 
which have resulted lately from these meetings 

Cunningham Probably Insane, 

LONDON, May 23.—It is stated that the dyna- 
miter, Cunningham, who, early in the week, was 
sentenced to imprisonment for life, has shown 
symptoms of insanity since he has been confined 
in Chatham prison.

MEMPHIS, May 23.—Amos Woodruff, the presi- 
dent of the Woodruff-Oliver carriage hardware 
company, and presidens of the Woodruff lumber 


! company, made an individual assigument 
this morning. Liabilities, $200,000; assets 
nominally, about $125,000, consisting 
principally of stock in two corpera 
tions, of which he was president. W.L. Clapp is 
his assignee. 


‘The news of Woodrufi’s assignment was received 
with genuine surprise, as he was considered one 
ot the most substantial business men of Memphis. 
The corporations of which he was president, were 
generally believed to be prospering. He was the 
principal stockholder of the Woodruff lumber 
company. Among the creditors mentioned in his

An Alliance Said to be Contemplated by the 
Great Powers. 

Loxpox, May 23.—The report is reiterated 
that Bismarck initiated the pressure which 
induced the khedive to retund the five per 
cent tax on the Egyptian coupons. The reason 
that actuated the chancellor is said to have 
been a desire to induce England to assume a 
protectorate over Egypt with the reinstate- 
ment of Ismael Pasha as ruler.

RUSSIAN TYRANNY. 


The Merciless Persecution of the Poles in 
Which Germany is Helping. 

Loxpon, May 23.—Private letters from 
Posen end Silesia describe the present expul- 
sion by Germany, at Russia’s request, of the 
Russian Poles from those provinces, as being 
attended by the most cruel and heartrending 
incidents. Many of the poles who are 
now being driven out have been settlers 
in German territory for many years and 
had thoreughly identified themselves with 
local interests. Mostof them went to Posen 
and Silesia to escape from intolerable despot- 
ism at home. The decree of expulsion affects 
about thirty thousand Poles, resident in Ger- 
many. Eight thousand of them have already 
been arrested without warning and conducted 
to the German frontier by Prussian troops. The 
remainder oof the thirty thousand 
ordered out of the empire 
consist of those who had obtained permits of 
settlement. Thedecree of expulsion gives 
these a short respite in order to allow them 
time to settle up their affairs, dispose of their 

roperty, and otherwise prepare for extradi- 
og hole villages have already been de- 
populated, and their refugee inhabitants 
turned over to the Russian author- 
ities at the German frontier. A large number 
of the poor Poles are fleeing into Austria 
to escape an enforced return to the land of 
their birth.

Mr. Dabney is avparenly thirty-five to thirty- 
eight years old, and is aman. of quiet manners 
and pleasant address. He is tall and good look- 
ing, with mild, gray eyes and sandy 
mustache. Hisskin has that peculiar bloodless 
appearance that is noticed in men who are close 
students or who burn the midnight oilin the 
prosecution of their labors. 

HISTORY OF THE MATTER. 

About six weeks age there appeared in certain 
papers of thestate the advertisement of A. Wold- 
heim & Co., Box 178, Atlanta, Ga., who purported 
to be a loan company, with special arrangements 
forlending money to farmers at eight per cent 
perannum.

After hearing astatement of the case the bond 
was fixed at $1,000, and Mr. Dabney gave it and 
was released, The trial was set for Tuesday at ten 
o’clock.

ARBROW OVER THE KREViISION, 


A SSS 
Something of an Internatioaal Disturbance 
of the Work of the Revision, 

New Yorr, May 23.—[Special.]—There is 
something of an international disturbance 
over the revised Old Testament. The Ameri- 
can company of revisers are displeased at the 
English company of revisers. This feeli 
arises from the breakage of a maton 
agreement about the publication of the work. 
it was clearly understood that no copy 
should go out ofthe hands of the printers, 
save to members of the committees, until the 
morning of May 2ist. The Americans scru- 
pricey kept this compact. They were fair- 
y besieged by journalists and others, who of- 
fered liberal pay for articles or interviews 
containing particulars as to the alterationg 
made in the text; but they felt bound to di- 
vulge no definite information, and went no 
further than to provide matter 
under undoubted safeguards that it 
would not be printed before the stipulated day. 
The oy gy however, unbosomed them- 
selves three days beforehand, and the cable 
brought copious dispatches on the subject, sq 
that most of the novelties of the revision were 
known prior to the proper date. The Ameri- 
cans feel especially sore because, when it was 
pointed out that they might, with legal and 
moral propriety, copyright the book for the 
United States—their share in the authorship 
enabling them to doso—they decided, after 
full discussion, that it would not be quite dig- 
nified to enter into anything which resembled 
@ commercial arrangement. “The 
roject was considered both here and 

in England,” says Professor George E. Day 
the secretary of the American company, “and 
no objection was made in any quarter to our 
right in the premises, but we thought it best 
to avoid the imputation of selfishness.” An 
inquiry by cable why and how the secresy 
was premeinney broken, has brought a rather 
indefinite response, se@ming to put the blame 
on the university presses, which published 
the book in England. No such charitable 
view is taken of the matter on this side of the 
water. 

There is still a more important disagzee- 
ment between the English and American re- 
visers, however, for it relates to a scriptural 
passage déemed of great consequence to the 
doctrine of the resurrection. This is the part 
of the nineteenth chapter of Job, standing in 
the King James Bible thus: 

‘For 1 know that my Redeemer liveth, and 
that He shall stand at the latter day upon the 
earth; and though, after my skin, worms de- 
stroy this body, yet in my flesh shall I see 
God, whom I shall see for myself, and mine 
eyes behold, and not another’s.” 

When, in accordance, with the method 
of procedure, the book of Job was sent in 
printed slips from the Englishmen to the 
Americans, the rendering was as follows: 

‘*But I know that my Redeemer liveth, 
And that heshall stand up atthe lastupon the 


earth; 
And after my akin hath beeu thus destroyed, 
Yet from my flesh shall I see God; 
Whom I shall see for myself, 
And mineeyes shall behold, and not another,’’ 

In the ensuing monthly meeting of the 
American revisers, each having previously 
had a copy for consideration, nearly the 
whole session was devoted toa discussion of 
this familiar piece. It was at length agreed 
to recommend the following form for adoption 
in the new version: 

‘But as for me, I know that my Redeemer liveth, 
And at last he shall stand upon the earth; 

And after my skin, even this body, is destroyed, 
Then without my flesh shall I see God; 

Whom I, even I, shall see on my side, 

And mine eyes shall behold,and not asa stranger.’ 

It will be seen that the differences are not 
mere verbiage, but have a distinct bearing 
upon the doctrinal value of the language. 
More of time and correspondence were spert 
on these few lines thanon any other entire 
book in the Bible. Learned arguments were 
exchanged, and the controversy lasted through 
more than two years. The dean of Canter- 


bury wrote that, as the passage had a place © 


in the burial service of the churchof KEnag- 
land, and had thus become dear to Englis 

Christians, it ought te be left as nearly un- 
disturbed as the consciences of the revisers 


would permit. Professor Hoeft 
Osgood, who led the --~A meri- 
cans in this special matter, held 
firmly that its form in the old version con- 


veyed an incorrect doctrine. Neither body 
would give way, but, as the Englishmen had 
the final decision, the work of the Americans 
being advisory, the thing appeared in the pub- 
lished revision lke the second of the above 
quotations. This is not satisfactory to the 
Americans, and the likelihood is that an edi- 
tion ot the Bible, containing this and other 
revisions adopted by the Americans but re- 
jected by the Englishmen, will be soon issued. 
The breach caused by the premature issue in 
London will greatly further such an enter- 
prise. ie 


CARING FOR NAST. 


Did the Great Caricature Artist Want the 
German Mission 

New York, May 23.—[Special.]—There was 
an expectation that Thomas Nast, the famous 
caricature artist, would be appointed minister 
to Germany by President Cleveland. Mr. Naat 
denies that he made anything lik an applica- 
tion for the office, but it is certain that such a 
movement was palpable, though it may have 
been altogether an effort by his friends. His 
position in the Harper Brother's establish- 
ment was peculiar at the opening of 
the last presidential campaign. He 
was under acontract for life, at ten thousand 
dollars a year, todrawa cartoon every week 
for Harper’s weekly, and to make no pictures 
for publication elsewhere, but he and the 
editor, George William Curtis, had disagreed 
as to the pictorial topics and their treatment, 
and for two years ang Sager his pencil had 
appeared in the paper. He had provided the 
drawings with scrupulous regularity, however, 
and the suppressed series form a rather costly 
collection, for he drew his salary right along. 
Onthe nomination of Cleveland and the bolt 
of the mugwumps, he and Curtis, with their 
employers, came into accord, and once more 
the weekly contained political caricatures by 
the long hidden artist. The exact value of 
the pictures as winners of votes cannot be de- 
termined, but naturally, Nast and his admi- 
rers claimed potent influence for them. 

The claim under which the German minis- 
try was thought to have been deserved by 
Nast, however, was based as much on the 
harm the cartoons nad done to him asthe good 
they had done to Cleveland, Last summer, 
the Hathaway lecture bureau, of Boston, pro- 
jected an entertainment to be composed of 
drawing by Nast and an explanatory address 
by Walter Pelham, a mimic and lecture. Nast 
had already given a show alone, but, while 
his use of his pencil before the 
audience had been successfully interest- 
ing, his talk had not been 
satistactory. It was calculated that,aided oe a 
speaker, the attraction would be strong. The 
managers of numerous lyceums thought so, 
for they engaged him te such an extent that a 
tour of about five months was easily a 
This was to have begun in December, but in 
the meantime Blaine was defeated, and his 
adherents felt particularly bitter towards all 
republicans who had helped to bring about 
that result. The Nast engagements were 
canceled right and left and five weeks,instead 
of fiye months, covered what was 
left of the enterprise.

An Interesting Case. 

MACON, Ga., May 23.—{Special.}—The case of tae 
United States vs. John D. Summerford, charged 
with violating the peonage taws, which was de- 
cided in the United States court yesterday, con- 
tained several interesting points. Summerford 
had a negro boy named Robert Dennard, on bis 
farm in Dooly fcounty, detained there, it was 


-aglliewed, for debt. The fact of Dennard’s dctentiou 


reached theears of the officers of the court, and 
Summerford was arrested. The trial yesterday 
resulted in his acquittai, Judge Speer holding that 
the offense was not within the jurisdiction of his 
court, not being a violation of the peonage statute. 

The law against peonage was enacted to prevent 
involuntary siavery in New Mexico After the 
war with Mexico and the cession of New Mexico 
to the United States, many cases of peonage were 
found to exist, and alaw lo the followiug eilect 
was enacted: Any person found guilty of holding 
avother in peonage shall be finedasum not ex- 
ceeding five thousaud Goliars and be imprisoned 
for a term not exceeding five years. 

Summerford’s offense was held to be not a viola- 
tion of this law, but a violation of the state laws 
against imprisonment for debt. It is a question as 
to whether the detention of Dennard was even a 
violation of the last mentioned laws, Butat any 
rate. Dennard’sremedy iay in the statecourts, not 
ia the tribumate ofthe U nited States.

All denominations were 
reprerented, and among the most clear, strong, 
kind and thoroughly scriptural addresses was one 
delivered by F. D. Power, minister of the Christian 
church at Washington City. 

The church numbered among its prominent 
and active members the late Jere Black and Pres- 
ident Garfield, the latter being a most zealous and 
active worker both in the pulpit and in the west- 
ern colleges.

Your committee consisting of the mayor and 
standing committee on water works, and the water 
works commissioners, to whom was referred pro- 
posals for the purchase of the water works of the 
city of Atlanta beg leave to report: 

After most mature and Careful considcration o! 
the subject, 

That the water works should, in the opinion of 
your committee, be putin immediate repair and 
undergo enlargement; and that to accomplish this 
object the cash outlay is necessary to the amount 
of one hundred thousand dollars,for more,and that 
if the general council can provide ways and means 
at once to meet this demand, your committee are 
not prepared to recommend a sale of the works, 

But they recommend that your honorable body 
immediately take that question into consideration 
and if determined to raise that amount, so soon as 
action to that effect be finally and definitely had, 
that then all bids for the purchase of the water 
works be rejected, 

Your committee make no recommendation upen 
the financial questions here involved, but they 
see no resource from which that amount of money 
can be raised other than by increasing the indeb- 
tedne:s of the city, after obtaining legislative 
sanction, and the consent of the people at an elec. 
tion held for that purpose. 

In the event your honorable body should decide 
not to raise the amodnt of money suggested 
then your committee recommend that the 
ay! accept the bid No. 1, made by Mr. 
C. G. Hildreth and associates, to purchase the works 
at two hundred and fifty thousand dollars, with 
the following modifications, to which, upon con. 
ference with Mr, Hildreth, your committee are 
lig to understand that he and his associates as- 
sen . 

First. Instead of five miles of newsupply mains 
to be laid as expressed in his bid, the quantity of 
such mains to be as may be called for by the city. 

Second, The purchaser to.pay interest on all the 
time payments of the purchase money at the rate 
of 6 per Cent per annum after two months, ‘.

Seventh. at the present source of supply 
Shall not be the only one in contemplation, but 
should that supply become unwholesome or in- 
adequate, the purchaser to provide what Is need- 
ful from‘a new location. 

Eighth. In the event of the purchaser failing 
and refusing to comply with the terms of agree. 
ment the city shall have the right to take posses. 
sion of and operate the works at the purchaser's

Ninth, Enlargement of the works, as stipulated 
in the bid to be erected witnin one year: water 
for the dr’nking fountains, with proper self. 
closing cocks, for animals, to be free; any here- 
after erected to be supplied at 10 cents per thou- 
sand gallous. Any two hydrants may be used to 
flush, but not more than two at any one time.
